gram]—~Gen. Roberts telegraphs from 
Bloemfontein April 1 us follows: 


"Received news late yesterday from 


Gen. Broiiiiwood at Thnbanchu city. He 
said that information had reached him 
that the enemy was approaching ic two 
forces from the north and east. He 
.stated that if the report proved true he 
would retire to the waterworks, seven- 
teen miles coaror Bloemionteirj, where 
we had a detachment of two companies 
of mounted infantry tor tha protection 
of tho works. 


"My reply was that the Ninth division 


would march at daylight today to sup- 
port him, and if necessary he should re- 
tire on the waterworks, and he moved 
there during the night. 


'•At dawn he was shelled by the enemy 


and attacked from three sides. He im- 
mediately" dispatched his two horse ar- 
tillery batteries and baggage to Bloern. 
fonteio, covering them with the cavalry. 


Walked Into ;i Trap 


"Two miles from the waterworks tho 


road crossed a deep nullah in which 
during the night a force of Boers had 
concealed 
themselves so well that our 


scouts passed over the drift without dis- 
covering them and not until the wagons 
and guns were entering the drift did the 
Boers open fire. 


"Many drivers and artillery horaes 


were shot down at short range and seven I 
of 
the 
guns were captured. The! 


remainder galloped away covered by 
Robert's horse which suffered heavily. ' 


"In the meanwhile Lieut. Chester of 


the Remington scouts found a passage 
across the Spruit unoccupied by the 
enemy and by this route the remainder 
of Broadwood's force crossed, it is re- 
ported, 
with great steadiness, notwith- 


standing what had occurred. 


•'Broadwood's report has just reached 


me. It contains no details, but states 
that he lost seven guns and all of his 
baggage. 


'•He estimates tho casualties at three 


hundred and fifty, including two hun- 
dred missing. 


"Hearing this morning that Broad- 


wocd was hard pressed, I immediately 
ordered Gen French with the two re- 
maining cavalry brigades to follow and 
support the Ninth division, which latter, 
•ftcr a magnificent march arrived on the 
scene of action at 2 p. m. Sunday. 


"The enemy's strength is estimated at

Upon receiving his ballot, the voter must retire 


alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting. 
A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to tue proper 


manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. The 
voter if he wishes 


to vote for all tho candidates nominated by any party, should make :i cross mark X under the party designation Pr||«°a 
at the top of the ballot ia the square made tor that put-pose. 
A ballot so marked, ard having no other mark, w"'to 


countud for all tho candidates of that party ia the column underneath, unless the names of some ot the candidates ot the 
mrty have been erased or a cross-mark bo placed in the square under the name or at any place in the space occupied by 
the name or names of candidates in another column, and will be counted for all names written in lieu of one erased. It tbe 
voter wishes to vole tor some of the candidates ot different political parties, he should make a cross-mark under the name 
of each candidate he desires to vote for, or at any place within the space in which the name is printed. 
1C ho wishes to 


vote for a person for a certain office whose name is not on the ballot, ho must write the name in tho bUiDK space under the 
printed oiime of the candidate for the office. 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner.

years ago by the statement that oys- 
ters were active disseminators of ty- 
phoid Ec-ver. 
The consumption in Lon- 


don of what aro invariably referred to 
in the country papers as "luscious bi- 
valves" thereupon fell off 50 per cent. 
The cockney, alive to his opportuni- 
ties, refused to buy oysters for his 
"sweetheart, on the ground that thay 
•were dangerous. 
As oysters are very 


expensive in Great 
Britain anyhow, 


people were easily convinced of LUeir 
unwholesomenesa. 
The reduction in 


consumption caused a rapid fall in 
prices. 
It also injured the American 


exportation of Blue Points to England. 
Profs. Herdrnan and Boyce went to .'ive 
among oysters of Lancashire to find 
out if they are 
really so dangerous. 


They looked into the cause of the color 
of green oysters. 
"The 
green hue," 


they picturesquely say in their report, 
"is equally familiar to the man who 
•raises them for the market, to the oua 
.•who raises them from their bed with 
a pair of rakes, and also to him wlio 
•raises them out of their own juices 
from the half shall by means oE a sil- 
ver trident. 
This coloring has been 


attributed variously to metals, vege- 
table colC'-ing matter, bile pigment and 
the pigment of diatoms." 
The inves- 


tigations of the learned oyster sharps, 
however, yield the fact that the green 
color is not always due to the sama 
•cause. 
One variety is caused by cop- 


per. 
This appears true of the Ameri- 


can green oyster. 
In other varieties 


iron is found, while a diatom, or moss. 
is suspected as s. cause to still others 
The American green oysters are fro-- 
fluently thin and have shrunken livers. 
The contamination of oyster bods by 
newage and the results of experimental 
feeding of oysters with matter hi dan 
with, typhoid fever germs are taken 
up. 
Oysters from the vicinity of sew- 


ers contain bacteria. 
Those that have 


imbibed typhoid bacilli have in them 
germs which can be cultivated from 
them fourteen' days after infection.— 
New York Journal.

There are more suicides 
in wet weather than in dry, more by 
night than by day, more on moonlight 
nights than on dark nights, ant} there 
are three times more men to die ,by 
their own acts than women. 
I can- 


not sit in judgment on those who have 
done this deed; I cannot enter into 
their inner life. 
But I warn all who 


think of freeing themselves from this 
life that they have no right to do 'it. 
The duty of progress compels us to 
remain—we must stay. We are here to 
solve the problems of life, not to evade 
them. We are here to fulfill our task, 
not to leave it unfinished. 
We must 


make the soul 
victorious over the 


senses, and we do that not by evading 
pain but by conquering it.
